DEAD SEA. STORIES. ° 


“Navigating Snllon Waters in 
-®& Motor Boat. 


An interesting acqount of a voyage in tho 
Dead Sea in » motor-boat in givon by & 
Jerassloin corpexpundent in an issue of the ar 
Jewish Ohronicle,’ Aa will bo seom tho 

“little Vessel hed no difficulty in navigating 


‘theso sullen waters, which, it is believed, 
shad not.praviourly bean travoraed by a self- 
‘propelled vessel, 
ihe boat, it mppeara, had been brought 
by the Groek Patriarchate from Germany, 
and'wea moored to a bank of tho River 
Jordan, not far Erom Joricho, The run to 
the mouth of tho rivor, which took an hour, 
wau botwoon banks thickly covered with 
trecs and reeds, the projecting vegetation 
hampering tho passage. 
‘A few moments before entering the Dead 
Sea, says the corzeapondont, Taat down at 
tho storn of tho ship, facing tho wide trail 


to noo the exwot apot where the river fatla 
inta the lake. My hopoof discovering this 
boundary line was not renlived. At tho 
timo whon I thought T was yet in the 
Jordan, by tho colour of the water and the 
presence of tan Jed reeda, onoof the sailors 
showed me undeniable proof of our being 
woll out in tho Dead Son. In fact, 4 largo 
quantity of dood finh, carried along by the 
Garrent, snd hillod by tho salt water of the | 
Inke, wore lying hera and there on the! 
beach, or carried up on the bushes omerg- 
ing from the water, The passaye from 
tho river to tho fake war marked by the 
moat profound desolation. The smiling 
aspoct uf the bauke of the Jordan was 
succeeded by a great stretch of wild and 
urid snuuntains, black and grey, and nearly 
al] covered with a heavy crust of salt.

Avphaltives (* Bahr-el-Lut ' in Arabic, and 

Yam Hamelah’ in Hebrew), which cer.
